In the present Report will be found some Tables illustra- 
tive of the Mortality from Small-pox experienced by infants 
under twelve months of age. 


These Tables seem to furnish the most conclusive evidence 
as to the great saving of human life effected, even at the earliest 
ages, by the Vaccination Act. They are inserted chiefly for the 
purpose of fortifying the public mind against the erroneous 
doctrines promulgated by anti-vaccinators, which, if left un- 
noticed, might ultimately be received as true. 


Appended to my Report will be found an approximate Life 
Table for Scotland, computed in our Statistical Department 
from the data which became available on the publication of the 
Scottish Census of 1871. The Table will be found of interest, 
when compared with the Life Table founded on the Census data 
of 1841, contributed by Dr. Farr to the Fifth Annual Report of 
the Registrar-General for England.

SIR, 


Durine 1873 the condition of the people of Scotland was 
materially affected by the marked fall in the prices of coal and iron, by a 
tendency to general reduction in the rate of wages, by the disappointments 
of those engaged in the cotton trade, by an indifferent harvest, and by exces- 
sive rainfall in autumn. It might naturally have been expected that such 
circumstances would have led to a diminished Marriage-rate; but this was 
by no means the case, for the marriage-rate of 1873 was the highest ever 
recorded in these Reports. It must be noted, however, that it was towards 
the end of the year that the disturbance of commercial activity was most 
apparent, and that till the beginning of autumn the prosperity of the 
country had experienced no check. The Death-rate was unusually high, 
and during the last nineteen years has only thrice (namely, in 1868, 1864, 
and 1869) been higher. The causes of this excessive death-rate were pro-

bably atmospheric, as is indicated by the unusual frequency of deaths from 
diseases of the respiratory organs, which are notoriously apt to prove most 
formidable in cold and rainy weather, such as our meteorological record 
shows to have prevailed during 1873. Many deaths were likewise due to 
Small-pox, though the violence of the epidemic seemed to have considerably 
abated since 1872.

number of males and females in each of the Groups of Registration Districts, 
into which, for some years past, we have, in the construction of these 
Reports, considered Scotland as divided. It is unnecessary again to 
explain the constitution of these Groups of Districts—this haviny been 
very fully done in the Seventeenth Detailed Annual Report. The new 
mode of grouping has been found very useful for statistical purposes, and 
especially when information is required as to the growth of communities, 
and as to the influence on public health that proceeds from the more or less 
dense aggregation of human beings in the Towns and Rural Districts of 
Scotland. It will be observed that the population is supposed to be slowly 
decreasing in the Rural: Districts, both Mainland and Insular, and to be 
increasing at a far more rapid rate in the Groups constituted by Small 
Towns, the Large Towns, and Hight Principal Towns. 

The population of Scotland, as on 380th June 1873, according to our 
estimate, consisted of 1,639,809 males, 1,791,114 females, or, in all, of 
3,430,923 persons. 


BIRTHS. 


The Births registered in Scotland during 1873 were 119,700—the 
largest number hitherto recorded. The births were consequently 549 for 
every ten thousand of estimated population; or, in other words, the birth- 
rate was 3°49 per cent., and scarcely differed from the high rate recorded 
in 1872. This rate, however, falls slightly short of the average rate of the 
last ten years. Since 1868 it does not appear to have been surpassed. It 
may be well here incidentally to remark that there is in Scotland no pro- 
vision for the registration of still-births, such as exists in various foreign 
countries. The statistician cannot but regret the absence of such a pro- 
vision, when he finds it impossible to ascertain with anything like precision 
the number of females who become mothers in any given year; and the

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medical inquirer well knows that it is precisely in the cases of mothers who 
have given birth to dead children that fatal consequences are most apt to 
follow delivery. No record being kept of still-births, it becomes very pro- 
bable that many mothers of still-born children (and especially of illegitimate 
still-born children) have their deaths erroneously attributed to causes 
unconnected with recent delivery. Hence, by reference to official statistics, 
it cannot be ascertained with desirable accuracy, either here or in England, 
what proportion of females die in consequence of the act of parturition. 
The birth-rate was in the Large Towns higher than in any other 
of the Registration Groups; the births being 14,033, and at the rate 
of 4-039 per cent. A rate so high as this has not hitherto been recorded 
in any of the Registration Groups. In the Hight Principal Towns, the 
41,500 births were at the rate of 3°722. In the Small Towns the 
births were 28,841, and at the rate of 3°657, which slightly exceeds the 
rates of the last four years. In the Mainland-Rural Districts there were

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illegitimate. The rate of illegitimacy for the whole country was accord- 
ingly 9-1 per cent. of the total births; and it is satisfactory to observe that 
this rate has been steadily decreasing for the last six years, and that it has 
not been lower since 1858. From Tables Va. and VI. all the usual infor- 
mation may be gathered regarding the comparative frequency of illegitimate 
births in various localities; but it is to Table Vd. that we would refer 
the reader who is inclined to regard the amount of illegitimacy in Towns or 
Districts as inversely proportionate to the amount of female virtue in 
each. It is obvious that the unmarried and widowed women living between 
the ages of, say, 15 and 45, are the only possible mothers of bastard child- 
ren; and hence the morality of unmarried females in any locality can be 
more fairly gauged by comparing the numbers of possible mothers with the 
numbers of illegitimate children, than by contrasting the number of bastards 
with the total number of births. The last two columns of the Occasional 
Table V0. give very different views of the frequency of illegitimacy, accord- 
ing as the total births, or total numbers of possible mothers, are contrasted 
with the registered numbers of illegitimates. It is right here to explain, 
that among the legitimate births are included a certain number of children, 
which, in accordance with the statements of the mothers, we might possibly 
be held warranted in relegating to the category of illegitimate children. In 
our Tables, however, it has been our invariable practice to enter as legiti- 
mate all children born in wedlock. 

Of the 119,700 children born in Scotland in 1873, 61,467 were males 
and 58,233 females. For every hundred female births there were 105°5 
male births. This preponderance of males is not so great as usual; and it 
is rather remarkable that it is decidedly more conspicuous among the legiti- 
mate than among the illegitimate births. This is quite contrary to what 
has been hitherto almost uniformly observed in Scotland. For every hun- 
dred legitimate female births there were 105°8 males; for every hundred 
illegitimate female births, only 103 males. 

In England, during 1873, there were for every hundred legitimate 
female births, 103°9 males; for every hundred illegitimate female births, 
only 103-1 males. 

In Holland, for every hundred legitimate female births there were 
104°7 males; and for every hundred illegitimate female births, 104:2 
males. 

In Austria, for every hundred live and legitimate female births there 

were 106:4 males, while among the live illegitimate births, there were for 
every hundred boys, 105°6 girls. 

In Sweden, for every hundred live legitimate female births there were 
105-1 males; and for every hundred live illegitimate female births, 104°3 
males, 

Twin births occurred in Scotland 1410 times during 1873; triplet 
births, 15 times. Hence it appears that one mother in 84°9 gave birth to 
twins, and that one in 7980 bore triplets. 





MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Scotland in 1873 was 26,748, 
being 1107 more than were registered in 1872. This corresponds to a 
marriage-rate of 77:96 for every ten thousand of estimated population. So 
high a rate has never been recorded in these reports. The nearest ap- 
proximation to it was the rate of 1872, which, however, amounted to only 
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75°43 per ten thousand of population. The average rate of the ten years 
terminating with 1872 was nearly 71°3 per ten thousand. The increase in 
the marriage-rate may be held as a proof that the population of the country 
at large was not during 1873 subjected to any very serious depressing 
influence, and, in particular, that there was no considerable amount of com- 
mercial distress during the greater part of the year. As has uniformly 
been observed in Scotland, there was an obvious connection between the 
density of the population and the marriage-rate in the different Groups of 
Registration Districts. ‘I'he rate was highest in the Principal Towns, being 
95 per ten thousand inhabitants, or a trifle lower than the rate experienced in 
1872. In the Large Towns the rate was 90-4 per ten thousand, and much 
above the rate of any former year. In the Small Towns the cae of 77:5 
per ten thousand likewise surpassed that of any year for which record exists.

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The number of marriages that were registered during the year was 
26748; and the number of live legitimate births registered during the same 
period being 108775, the births may be stated as in the proportion of 
4:07 live legitimate children to each marriage. The extraordinary number 
of marriages during the last two years makes the above number rather 
lower than that obtained from the facts analysed in our Report for 1871. 
The marriages during 1873 in England were 205,615, the live legitimate 
births, 786,617; hence, for every marriage there were 3°82—a number 
which is, as usual, lower than that obtained from the experience of Scotland. 
In Sweden, a country in which the Life Statistics are believed to be kept 
with great accuracy, the marriages of 1873 numbered 81,257, and the live 
legitimate births, 117,159. From these figures it is computed that for each 
marriage there were 3°75 live legitimate children—a number lower than that 
above stated for England, and of course considerably lower than that which 
we have recorded for Scotland. 

In Table X. will be found the number of marriages celebrated in the 
whole country, and in its several Groups of Registration Districts, by clergy- 
men of each of the principal religious denominations, and likewise the

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throughout Scotland. It often happens that in selecting the celebrant of 
a marriage the choice of the contracting parties is determined by necessity, 
convenience, or even it may be by caprice. All that can be fairly assumed 
from the circumstance of a marriage being registered as performed by the 
clergyman of any denomination of Christians, is that the parties married 
were understood by him to profess the faith of Christians. 

Of the whole marriages, 45°56 per cent. were celebrated by ministers 
of the Established Church of Scotland, 21:71 per cent. by ministers of the 
Free Church, 13°44 by those of the United Presbyterian Church, 9°16 per 
cent. by those of the Roman Catholic Church, 2°42 per cent. by Episcopalian 
clergymen, 6°93 per cent. according to the rites of minor denominations, 
0-04 per cent. according to the practice of unspecified denominations, and 
0°74 per cent. in an irregular manner, without previous proclamation of 
banns, or without religious ceremony. 

Of 26,748 men who married in 1873, the age was recorded] in all but 
21 instances. In 2229 cases, or 8°33 per cent. of all the marriages recorded, 
the husband had not attained the age of 21 years. Of the females married 
during the year, the ages of 21 were not ascertained, 20 were aged 60 years 
and upwards, and 6129, or 22°91 per cent., were under 21 years of ave. 
One girl in the Mainland-Rural Group of Districts is stated to have been 
married under the age of 15 years. 

In 22,648 instances, or 84°89 per cent. of all marriages, bachelors 
espoused spinsters; in 2368 cases, or in 8°88 per cent., widowers were 
united to spinsters; in 851, or 3°18 per cent. of all marriages, widowers and 
widows entered into wedlock; and 813 bachelors became the husbands of 
widows, constituting 8:05 per cent. of the whole marriages of 1873. The 
percentage of men and women who at the time of their marriage signed 
the register in writing, or merely appended their mark, is illustrated in the 
first four columns of Table X VIII., which thus furnish a rude approxima- 
tion to the state of elementary education in each county of Scotland. It 
appears that in the Counties of Ross and Cromarty, and of Inverness, from 
21 to 29 per cent. of men who are married sign the marriage register with 
a mark; while the females marrying in these counties adhibit their marks 
in from 37 to nearly 47 out of every hundred instances of marriage. In 
other parts of the country a much larger proportion of the males who marry 
can write their names; but in no less than ten counties one-fifth at least of 
the females resort to a ‘mark’ when called upon to sign the marriage 
register. Although some improvement in national education is indicated 
by the figures given in Table XVIII. in successive years, it is probable 
that some time must yet elapse before the accomplishment of writing 
becomes very general among the adult population of such Counties as Ross, 
Sutherland, and Inverness. It will naturally be some years before the 
recent Education Acts, which apply to the young, will produce their full 
effect upon men and women aged 21 and upwards. 

In accordance with custom there are appended to Table XVIII. two 
lines in which the state of Edinburgh and Glasgow is contrasted in relation 
to the frequency of ‘marks’ in the marriage-register. LKvery year there 
seems to be some slight sign of improvement in the numbers that apply to 
Glasgow; but when one considers the large influx of poor and uneducated 
Irish children by which its population is annually recruited, it seems hope- 
_ less to expect that for a generation at least the state of education among 
all adults will be as satisfactory in Glasgow as in Edinburgh. 
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The Deaths registered in all Scotland rye 1873 were 76,946, and 
consequently occurred at the rate of very nearly 224 for every ten thousand 
of estimated population. During the ten years terminating with 1872, the 
average death-rate for every ten thousand inhabitants of Scotland was 223, 
which was likewise the average death-rate of the year 1872. Hence tes 
mortality of 1873 contrasts unfavourably with that which prevailed during 
the last few years. 

In England, the death-rate of 1873 was 211 per ten thousand, and the 
mean of the ten previous years having been 226, the rate of mortality in 
1873 was 15 per ten thousand of population below the average, thus 
indicating a more satisfactory state of public mean than existed in Scot- 


land.

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As regards the Five Groups of Districts into which for Registration 
purposes it has been found convenient to divide Scotland, the deaths were, — 
30,008 in the Eight Principal Towns, 9306 in the Large Towns, 17,357 
in the Small Towns, 18,098 in the Group of Mainland-Rural Districts, 
and 2177 in the Insular-Rural Districts. 

The proportion of deaths to estimated population was in the Principal 
Towns, 26°92 per thousand, 26°79 in the Large Towns, 21°93 in the 
Small Towns, 17°3 in the Mainland-Rural Group, and 16°62 in the 
Insular-Rural Districts. It may be here remarked that in every Group, 
except the Principal Towns, the general death-rate of 1873 was somewhat 
higher than that of 1872. 

_ It seems superfluous to occupy our space in pointing out how clearly 
the general death-rate of each Group of Districts is seen to be influenced 
by the degree of aggregation of its population. The general death-rate is, 
however, by no means an infallible guide to the relative salubrity of different 
localities. As we have in former Reports pointed out, the composition of 
the population in each locality is a very important element in all such com- 
parative views. ‘The relative numbers of infants, of adolescents, of adults, 
of males and of females, and the mortality that prevails among those 
belonging to each of these classes, should all be known before any very 
decided opinions as to the salubrity of different localities are warranted. 
The Census data for 1861 and 1871, and the information arranged in our 
Tables XIX.—X XVII, enable any one interested in such subjects to study 
the mortality of each of our Registration Groups and Principal Towns in a 
thorough manner. However such mortality is regarded, whether as affect- 
ing males or females, infants, children under five years of age, or persons of 
adult age, the doctrine appears to be amply justified which connects the 
general death-rate of a population with the degree of density with which it 
is aggregated, | 

The death-rate in the Hight Principal Towns of Scotland was, in 1873,

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the estimates of male and female population which are contained in Table 
II., it is found that for every thousand persons the deaths amounted to 
22°43; for every thousand males, 23°81; and for every thousand females 
only 21:17. The general death-rate for males is consequently higher than 
in 1872; that for females is, however, rather less than it was last year. It 
is of course well understood that the male deaths are always more numerous 
than the female. For every hundred females born in Scotland there are at 
least 105°5 male births, yet our estimates of population, founded upon the 
Census enumeration of 1871, show that for every hundred males living at 
the middle of 1873 there were living fully 109°2 females. The preponder- 
ance of male births, we have good reason to believe, has been annually 
occurring for generations; hence the present redundancy of the female 
population can only have been brought about by a comparatively rapid 
disappearance of the male population. This may, perhaps, be in some 
slight degree due to the greater numbers of males that emigrate; but it is 
erfectly understood that the greater mortality of the males at almost every 
period of life is the only cause that deserves serious consideration, when we 
seek for an explanation of the living females having become more numerous 
than the living males. This cause is effective in every district of Scotland, 
as reference to Tables XIX.—X XV. will clearly show. It is most instruc- 
tively illustrated by Table XXIV. From this Table it may readily be 
seen that during the first year of life, that in which deaths are by far most 
numerous, the mortality of males greatly exceeded that of females, not only 
in Scotland at large, but in every one of its Five Groups of Registration 
Districts. During the second year of life, there was an excess of male 
mortality in all the Groups except the Large Towns and the Insular-Rural 
Districts. During the third year of life, the death-rate of females exceeded 
that of males in all the Town Districts, though not in either of the Rural 
Groups; but during the fourth year of life, the deaths of males again pre- 
ponderated. Of those aged between four and five years, the females died 
at a comparatively high rate in the Principal Towns and Large Towns, and 
although elsewhere the male mortality was the Jarger, yet the influence of 
the large numbers constituting the population of the great towns causes the

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excessive female mortality felt in them slightly to preponderate likewise in 
Scotland regarded as a whole. ! 

At every period of life after the fifth year the rate of male mortality in 
1873 exceeded the female rate. This must, however, be regarded as in 
some slight degree an exceptional circumstance, for between the ages of 
10 and 15 the female death-rate is in general slightly higher than the male 
rate. 

The subject of infant mortality is well illustrated in several of our 
Tables, and especially in Table X XIV., which exhibits the percentage of 
deaths to the population of each Group of Districts at certain ages. During 
the whole period of childhood, and more particularly during the first year 
of life, the mortality is seen to vary exceedingly in the different groups. 
Thus the male mortality of infants under one year of age was in the Prin- 
cipal Towns and Large Towns about 20 per cent.; in the Small Towns, 
154 per cent.; in the Mainland-Rural, 10:3; and in the Insular-Rural, 
10°8 per cent. If attention be directed to the figures expressing the male 
mortality during the first quinquennial period of life, it may be seen that in 
the Principal Towns, it was in 1873, 8°8 per cent.; in the Large Towns, 
7°8 per cent.; in the Small Towns, 5:9 per cent.; in the Mainland and 
Insular-Rural Districts, 3°5 and 3°3 per cent. respectively. Similar figures 
occur year after year in these Detailed Reports, and very clearly demon- 
-strate that life in a crowded city is far more trying to the health of children 
than residence in our agricultural or island districts, accompanied as it too 
often must be in the latter case with poverty and privation. 

But it is not merely at the earlier stages of life that the baneful effects 
of town life and dense aggregation of population are made manifest. If 
Table XXIV. be examined, it will be found that at every age, even up to 
the utmost limit of life, there is a decided increase of mortality as we pro- 
ceed from the sparsely-peopled Insular and Mainland-Rural Districts to the 
Towns, and that it is in the Principal and Large Towns that this mortality 
has its maximum. In former years notice has been taken of the great 
mortality of males aged between 20 and 30 years in the Insular-Rural

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Districts, which is so great as considerably to exceed that of males of like 
age in the Principal and Large Towns. The same observation again meets 
our view in the Tables for 1873. Perhaps it cannot be better explained 
than by reference to the fact, that the Deaths by Drowning constitute a 
considerable proportion of the deaths of males at this age in the Insular 
Districts. We know what a number of young fishermen “annually meet a 
watery grave on the coasts of our islands, and it has been explained in our 
Report for 1872, that bodies washed ashore on our islands are presumed to 
have belonged to natives of the soil in which they are interred. 

In Tables XXIII. and X XV. another mode of regarding the mortality 
in different places, and at various ages, is afforded. ‘The numbers dying at 
each specified age are here contrasted with the total deaths at All Ages; 
and again the oradation i in the death-rates of the several Groups of Districts 
becomes apparent. During the first five years of life, 44 per cent. of All 
Deaths of males occur in the Principal Towns; 40 per cent. in the Large 
Towns; 38 per cent. in the Small Towns; 27 per cent. in the Mainland- 
Rural, and 25 per cent. in the Insular-Rural Districts. It is unnecessary 
to review the facts of a similar nature stated for other ages; it may, how- 
ever, be mentioned that the excess of male deaths between the ages of 20 
and 30 in the Insular Districts, to which attention was called in the pre- 

ceding paragraph, is again very distinctly brought out in Table XXYV. 
Such deaths constitute no less than 9} per cent. of all male deaths occurring 
in the Insular-Rural Districts, while they amount to only 7 per cent. in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts; and in no District, except the Islands, do they 
constitute much above 7 per cent, of All Deaths. 

Table X XV. affords likewise great facilities for estimating the com- 
parative longevity of the inhabitants of the Five Groups of Districts. Of 
course implicit credence should not be accorded to the wonderful tales of 
extreme old age which pass current in our Highland and Island Districts ; 
but it may be “safely assumed that the number of deaths occurring at the 
ave of seventy and upwards in each district are annually stated with great 
accuracy. Ifthen the cases of females only be considered, we can find 
from Table XXV. that there died at the age of seventy and upwards in 
1873, 19-6 per cent. of those dying in All Scotland, 11-7 per cent. in the 
Principal Towns, 15-7 per cent. in the Large Towns, 20°2 per cent. in

Nortg.—In reference to Table XX., the last four columns of which 
are left blank, except for the years 1871, 1872, and 1873, it is necessary 
to explain that the alterations upon the constitution of the Mainland and 
Insular-Rural Districts have been such that we do not feel justified in 
attempting to adjust the numbers of males and females in these Districts 


between 1855 and 1870. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The total number of registered Deaths was 76,946, but the actual 
cause of death was certified so as to be available for statistical purposes in 
only 75,397 cases; hence 1549 deaths, or 2°05 per cent. of all that occurred, 
were due to Unspecified Causes. In must not, however, be inferred that a 
medical certificate stating the cause of death was obtained in almost every 
instance; on the contrary, the authority for the assigned cause of death 
is frequently obtained by the Registrars from the parents, relatives, or 
intelligent friends of the deceased, but effect is never given to their informa- 
tion when medical testimony can be procured. Whenever a certificate 
from a duly registered medical practitioner is forthcoming, it is the duty of 
the Registrar to record the fact. Of course the sparseness of the popula- 
tion, and the scarcity of medical men, render the occurrence of deaths from 
Unknown or Unspecified Causes more frequent in some parts of the country 
than in others. In Edinburgh, the percentage of Deaths from Unspecified 
Causes in 1873 was only 0:2, while in the Insular-Rural Districts it was 
nearly 13-4, and in Shetland alone about 13°9. 

The deaths from Diseases of the Zymotic Class were 14,956, constitut- 
ing 19°84 per cent. of all deaths from Specified Causes. This mortality 
from Zymotic Diseases is considerably lower than that which we have had 
occasion of late years to report. On referring to Table X XVIII. it will 
be seen that these diseases proved fatal to 469 out of every hundred thousand 
males, to 423 out of a like number of females, and to 445 out of every 
hundred thousand persons in Scotland. 

In Table XXXII. the principal Zymotic Diseases are so arranged as 
to show, firstly, the number of deaths which each has caused at five different 
periods of life; and, secondly, the percentage of deaths from each cause at 
each period. When it is considered that the contagious exanthemata, and 
such diseases as Hooping-cough, Croup, and Diarrhcea are classified among 
the Zymotic Diseases, it is only natural to expect that an enormous propor- 
tion of deaths from this class of complaints must be found among infants 
and children. Such indeed is the case, and of the total deaths from 
Zymotic Diseases that were registered in 1873, fully 73 per cent. occurred 
among persons under 15 years of age, and nearly 58 per cent. among 
children under five years old. There are, however, certain diseases in this 
class which do not obey this law. Thus, of the deaths from the Group of 
Fevers, including five distinct forms of disease, at least 58 per cent. are 
seen to have taken place among persons aged 15 and upwards; and if the 
deaths from ‘T'yphus and Typhoid Fevers only be reviewed, it will be found 
that about 63 per cent. of them occurred among adults. Smallpox too is 
another important exception to the law—not, as we have excellent reason 
for believing, because the young are less liable to suffer from Smallpox 
than the old, but because such is the protective influence of vaccination, 
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that a fatal case of Smallpox in a vaccinated child is now fortunately a 
rarity. There can be little doubt that an unvaccinated child is more likely 
to contract, and to die of, Smallpox than an unvaccinated adult. 

To children during the first five years of life, Hooping-cough was the 
most fatal Zymotic, and more than 94 per cent. of deaths from this cause 
took place at this tender age. Diarrhoea was next in order of fatality, and 
of a hundred deaths from this cause, nearly 67 per cent. occurred at ages 
under five years. Next followed Scarlatina, with 60 per cent., and Measles, 
with 91 per cent. of deaths at this early age; then Croup and Diphtheria 
with 88 and 66 per cent. of deaths respectively. In this brief review the 
diseases are ranged according to the number of deaths which each caused 
at the first period of life in Table XXXII. 

Between the ages of 15 and 60, there were 1203 deaths from Fevers, 
constituting very nearly 49 per cent. of all registered deaths from these 
complaints; there were likewise 683 deaths from Smallpox, being nearly 67 
per cent. of all that occurred. It may be here observed that the benefits 
of vaccination were not secured by statute to children in Scotland till 1864; 
and consequently the proportion of the unvaccinated among the members 
of the population aged between 15 and 60 must in 1873 have been far 
greater than in a few years it will become. 

Among persons above 60 years of age there were 463 deaths from 
Diarrhcea, being 214 per cent. of all deaths from this cause; 228 deaths 
from Fevers, or 9 per cent. of all that occurred; 144 deaths from 
Dysentry, or 49 per cent. of all fatal cases. 

For every hundred thousand persons living in the Principal Towns, there 
were from Zymotic Diseases 591 deaths. In the other Groups of Districts 
the rates were: 557 in the Large Towns, 456 in the Small Towns, 265 
in the Mainland; and 256 in the Insular-Rural Group. 

We have next to pass in review the deaths from Zymotic Diseases 
registered in each of the Eight Principal Towns of Scotland. In doing 
this, it will be merely necessary to note the chief particulars contained in 
Tables XXX. and XX XI., and to arrange the towns as in former Reports 
according to the proportion of the population of each which was in 1873 
destroyed by diseases of the Zymotic Class. 

(1.) In Greenock Zymotic Diseases cut off 1118 of every hundred 
thousand inhabitants, and thus caused 32:25 per cent. of All Deaths that 
occurred. Smallpox, with 9°14 per cent., Scarlatina with 6:05 per cent., 
Measles with 4°11 per cent., and Fevers (principally Enteric) with 3:23 per 
cent. of All Deaths, were the ruling epidemics. | 

(2.) In Paisley the Zymotic deaths were 832 to every hundred 
thousand of estimated population, and constituted 25°36 per cent. of the 
mortality from All Causes. Scarlatina alone caused 13°64 per cent. of all 
deaths. Other epidemic disorders appear to have been comparatively in abey- 
ance. Hven Fevers contributed only 2:29 per cent. to the general mortality. 

(3.) In Glasgow there were 631 Zymotic deaths for every hundred 
thousand persons living, and the deaths of this class consequently amounted 
to 21°82 per cent. of the total mortality of the city. Measles and Scarla- 
tina each caused 4 per cent. of the deaths from All Causes; Diarrhea, 
3°23 per cent.; Fevers, and especially Enteric Fever, 2°59 per cent.; 
Hooping-cough, 2°12 per cent.; and Smallpox, 1°58 per cent. 

(4.) In Dundee the Zymotic deaths were 578 to every hundred 
thousand inhabitants, and thus bore the proportion of 22°57 per cent. to the 
gross mortality. By far the most fatal epidemic disorder was Diarrhcea, 
which accounted for 6°5 per cent. of all deaths. Next in order of fatality are 
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found Fevers (Typhus being by far the most frequent form), causing 3:44 
per cent. of the deaths; Diphtheria, with 3-2 per cent.; Hooping-cough, 
with 1°98 per cent.; and Scarlatina, with 1°13 per cent.

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prevalent form of Fever during 1873 was Typhus, although in most of the 
other large towns, in Scotland viewed as a whole, and in every one of its Five 
Registration Group of Districts, Enteric Fever seems to have caused a 
far greater number of deaths. 4:44 per cent. of the total mortality of 
Leith was due to Diarrhcea; 2°31 per cent. to Croup and to Measles ; 2°22 
per cent. to Hooping-cough; and 1:2 per cent. to Scarlatina. 

(7.) In Edinburgh the Zymotic deaths removed 390 out of every hundred 
thousand of estimated population, constituting 17°73 per cent. of the whole 
mortality of the city. Fevers seem to have been the most destructive 
epidemic, causing 3°7 per cent. of all deaths registered: 3°52 per cent. of 
deaths were due to Diarrhoea; 2°95 per cent. to Measles; 2°01 per cent. to 
Hooping-cough; 1:16 per cent. to Scarlatina; and 1:03 per cent. to Croup. 

(8.) In Perth the Zymotic deaths to a hundred thousand of population 
were 531, or 13°72 per cent. of All Deaths.

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cent. of the mortality from All Diseases. There were 533 deaths from 
Small-pox in the county of Lanark, 227 in that of Renfrew, 85 in Ayr- 
shire, and 67 in Stirlingshire. In other parts of the country the violence 
of the epidemic appeared to have expended itself during the preceding 
years. The town of Greenock suffered rather severely, and the disease 
assumed epidemic proportions likewise (though in a decidedly less degree) 
in Glasgow and in Paisley. | 

The mortality from Small-pox in the Large Towns was 75 for every 
ten thousand of population; in the Principal Towns, 42; in the Small 
Towns, and in the whole of Scotland, 33; in the Insular-Rural Districts, 
16; and in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 13, in a like number of inhabi- 
tants. 

Of children under five years of age 263 were cut off by Small-pox 
during 1873. Every physician knows what a rare event is the death, by 
Small-pox, of a properly vaccinated child, and it seems hardly possible to 
resist the conclusion that a very large proportion of these 263 deaths might 
have been saved but for the apathy of parents and guardians who neglected 
the statutory duty of securing for the infants under their charge the benefits 
of vaccination within a reasonable period after their birth. While again 
introducing the Tables XX XV. and XX XVI., which have already been 


published in our Tenth Annual Report on Vaccination, we feel once more

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How desirable it is that this number should in future years be diminished 
most reasonable men will agree; and how the curtailment of the period of 
permissive inaction at present accorded to parents and guardians of infants 
would operate in securing such diminution need not again be explained. 

It seems necessary here to introduce some notice of a doctrine of a very 
astounding and mischievous kind which is being paraded by certain anti- 
vaccinators in England; and which, as it wears a semblance of medical 
authority, it is worth while to contradict and prove to be contrary to fact. 
It appears that an Austrian physician of the name of Keller had medical 
charge, during the years 1871 and 1872, of the employées on some of the 
German railways, and had occasion to witness the progress of an epidemic 
of Small-pox among them and their families. Keller appears to have 
arrived at the conclusion, that the circumstance of vaccination having been 
performed, is a matter of absolute indifference as affecting the chances of a 
child’s dying of Small-pox. Now a parodox like this was of course very wel- 
come to our native anti-vaccinators, many of whom have no doubt accepted 
it. But before enunciating such a doctrine Dr Keller should have published 
the numbers of children vaccinated and unvaccinated at each age,—say under 
12 months of age,—who belonged to the families of his railway employées, 
and should have given a separate note of all the deaths from Small-pox that 
occurred in each of these classes during the time over which his observations 
extended. This, however, Dr Keller has not done, and possibly never may 
do; but, till it is done, no statistician will attach much value to his doctrine 
regarding the inefficacy of Vaccination. It is well known that since the 
Vaccination Act was introduced into Scotland in 1864, less than 32 per 
cent. of all children living between the ages of 6 months and 12 months are 
unvaccinated. This may be at once seen by any one who carefully examines

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ages under six months, a far larger proportion, probably not less than 35 
per cent., are unvaccinated. The mortality from Small-pox is, as might 
naturally be expected, very different in these two classes of infants. It is 
exhibited for each of the nine years, 1865-1873, in Table XX XIVe. 
In each year the result of the comparison is to the same effect; and it 
appears that, on an average, the Small-pox mortality of the younger exceeds 
that of the older class in the ratio of 3°5 to 1. But there is no difference 
between these two classes of infants by which this great difference in 
mortality can be explained except that, while the older class are with a 
few exceptions vaccinated, fully a third of the younger class are not so 
protected. ‘The natural conclusion is, that many lives of children aged 
from six to twelve months would be sacrificed to Small-pox but for the 
protection afforded to them through the wise provisions of the Vaccination 
Act. A thorough anti-vaccinator, however, would certainly not accept 
this conclusion, but would rather seek to explain the diminished death- 
rate from Small-pox during the second period by reference to the 
acknowledged fact, that deaths from All Causes united are more frequent 
during the first than during the second six months of life. He would 
urge that the more numerous deaths from Small-pox at the earlier age are 
due to an assumed greater liability to Small-pox on the part of very 
young children. Possibly this explanation might likewise occur to a 
statistician professing to examine the subject dispassionately, but without 
reference to the probabilities suggested by accumulated medical observation. 
There are, however, two answers which completely demolish this assumption. 
In Table XX XIVc. it may be seen that the mortality from All Causes 
was among children under six months old less than double of that which 
prevailed among children aged between six and twelve months; while the 
mortality from Small-pox was among the former class nearly four times 
greater than in the latter. No rejoinder to this can be imagined, except the

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anti-vaccinators should think proper to assert that vaccination has nothing 
to do with it, but that children under six months old are at least four times 
as prone to Small-pox as children aged from six to twelve monthsare. But 
our second answer thoroughly disposes of any such anticipated rejoinder. 
We simply introduce Table XX XIV0., which exhibits the state of 
matters in Scotland as regards deaths from All Causes and from {Small-pox 
during each of the ten years 1855-1864, and we beg careful attention to 
the fact that during these years the Vaccination Act had not come into 
operation, although it became the law of the land in 1864, and had been 
anticipated by the voluntary efforts of many medical men who bestirred 
themselves in diffusing the benefits of Vaccination in 1863. It is perfectly 
certain that the proportion of unvaccinated children, aged between six and 
twelve months, must have been far higher during the years 1855-1864, than 
during the years 1865-1873. But what now becomes of the explanation 
which we have supposed an anti-vaccinator to make? Considering the 
deaths from All Causes in Table X X XIV0. we find those of the younger 
to bear to those of the older class of infants a ratio of less than two to one. 
But the average rate of mortality from Small-pox is seen to have been during 
these years somewhat higher among the older than among the younger infants; 
and that too in spite of the fact that the numbers for 1864 are included in 
Table (0). The supposition that infants under six months old are enormously 
more prone to Small-pox than infants between six and twelve months old is 
consequently quite untenable; and, on the contrary, our figures would rather 
tend to support the old doctrine, that there are certain contagious diseases 
(Small-pox being one of them) to which infants at the breast are not so sub- 
iect as infants a little older are. Whatever may be the state of matters in 
Austria, it is tolerably clear that Dr. Keller’s doctrine does not apply to

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Scotland in the case of children aged between nothing and twelve months; 
and we shall say no more about it. 

The death of an infant duly vaccinated and under a year old from 
Small-pox is quite a rare event, and there can be little doubt that aimost 
every death of the 4002 recorded in Tables XXXIV. (6) and (c) occurred 
among the unvaccinated. Now of these deaths, 1725 occurred at ages 
between six and twelve months; and these deaths, it is our settled convic- 
tion, would, under a perfectly administered Vaccination Act, have been few 
indeed. 

The deaths attributed to Fevers during 1873 were 2463, constituting 
73 deaths to every hundred thousand of estimated population, ‘and 3:26 per 
cent. of the whole deaths from Specified Causes. In these Reports the 
attempt is made to classify separately five different forms of disease which 
in common parlance are included under the general term Fever. ‘Till 
within the last few years, by far the most common form of Fever in Scot- 
land was Typhus. At times, too, there have been extensive outbreaks of 
what is termed Relapsing Fever; but of late there has been a marked 
abatement in the frequency of deaths registered as Typhus, and the disease 
termed Enteric, Gastric, or Typhoid Fever has become the most destructive 
fever in all the Registration Groups of our country. Relapsing Fever may 
be said to have become nearly unknown. The relative frequency of 
Typhus and Enteric Fever during 1873, in all Scotland, was as 19 to 44; 
in the Principal Towns, as 28 to 43; in the Large Towns, as 17 to 57; in 
the Small Towns, as 15 to 55; in the Mainland-Rural Districts, as 11 to 
387; in the Insular-Rural Districts, as 22 to 26. In Glasgow the relative 
frequency of deaths from Typhus and Enteric Fever was as 14 to 50; in 
Edinburgh, as 37 to 40; in Dundee, as 54 to 31; in Aberdeen, as 36 to 36; 
in Greenock, as 16 to 50; in Paisley, as 17 to 23; in Leith, as 59 to 35; 
and in Perth, as 65 to 30. These numbers likewise express the mortality 
from each cause in every hundred thousand of population. There seems to

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be considerable fluctuation in the annual relation of deaths from Typhus 
and Typhoid or Enteric Fever—thus, in Dundee, the'relative frequency of 
Typhus was in 1873 rather remarkable, while in 1872 the predominance of 
Enteric Fever was even more decided. Perhaps the most rational course 
for the statistician would be to disregard the circumstance of relative 
frequency in the case of these two diseases, and to confine himself to 
recording merely the death-rate from each cause in each locality. 

Scarlatina caused 66 deaths in every hundred thousand of population, 
and as usual was most fatal in the Principal Towns, of which Greenock, 
and especially Paisley, suffered severely. 

Diarrhcea ranked next in order of fatality among the epidemic 
diseases, proving the cause of 64 deaths to every hundred thousand of the 
people of Scotland. Its incidence was most severely felt in the Principal 
Towns, and especially in Dundee. 

Hooping-cough was fatal to 48 out of every hundred thousand of 
population. It prevailed more extensively in the Large Towns than in 
any of the other Registration Groups. Of the Principal Towns, Aberdeen 
alone can be said to have been seriously visited by this epidemic. It is 
generally observed that females are more apt than males to succumb to 
Hooping-cough ; and during 1873 there were from this cause 121 female for 
every 100 male deaths. 

Measles caused 43 deaths in every hundred thousand of population. 
The deaths from this disease were very trifling in number in the Mainland- 
Rural Districts, but as usual were far more frequent in the Principal Towns. 
In Glasgow, and still more in Greenock, the deaths from Measles consider- 
ably exceeded the average experienced in the other towns. 

The deaths from Diphtheria and from Croup were 86 and 84 respec- 
tively for every hundred thousand of population, and were rather more 
frequent in the Large Towns than in any other of the Registration Groups. 
Of the Principal Towns, Dundee suffered most from Diphtheria, and Paisley 
from Croup. . 

The deaths from the remaining Zymotic diseases were not so numerous 
as to require special comment here. _ 

To Diseases of Uncertain Seat, 2779 deaths were ascribed. This is 
equivalent to‘a mortality of 83 per hundred thousand of population, or of 
3°69 per cent.‘on the total deaths. A large majority of such deaths occurred 
in females. 

Dropsy was the registered cause of 651 deaths. It is presumed that 
such a cause would seldom occur in a death-certificate given by a qualified 
medical man; he would prefer to state the pathological condition on which 
the symptom dropsy depended. It is quite certain that just in proportion 
to the frequency with which Dropsy figures in our statistics, the numbers 
of deaths referred to such headings as Disease of the Heart, of the Kidney, 
of the Liver, Ovary, etc., become too few. When, however, as in many 
cases is inevitable, the cause of death is not certified by a medical infor- 
mant, such entries as ‘Dropsy’ must be expected to be frequent. In the 
Insular-Rural Districts, they constitute, in the case of females, fully 2 per 
cent. of all recorded causes of death. It is, however, obvious that even in 
certain of our Principal Towns there is still some laxity in returning or 
accepting Dropsy as a cause of death. ‘Thus, in Edinburgh, out of every 
ten thousand deaths in 1873, only 33 were certified as due to Dropsy, but 
in Greenock the corresponding number was 106, and in Paisley actually 
159! | 

To Cancer there were ascribed 542 deaths of males and of 995 females. 
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For every hundred thousand of each sex there accordingly died of Cancer 
34 males and 57 females. | 

115 deaths were attributed to Hcemorrhage of Unspecified Seat ; 199 to 
Abscess; 64 to Ulcers; 13 to Fistula; 183 to Mortification; and 17 to 
Gout, whereof 7 occurred in persons who had not attained the age of 60. 

This exhausts the catalogue of Diseases of Uncertain Seat. Tubercular 
Diseases accounted for 11,952 deaths, of which 5872 occurred in males and 
6080 in females. ‘This mortality is equivalent to 856 for every hundred 
thousand of population, and to 15°85 per cent. of the total deaths registered 
during the year. ‘These numbers look sufficiently formidable, and yet they 
do not much exceed the average of former years, and are decidedly lower 
than those which we had occasion to record for 1872. 'The deaths were 
rather more frequent in the Large Towns than in the Eight Principal 
Towns; but in each of these groups the population suffered at nearly double 
the rate experienced in the two Rural Groups. Of the total deaths, Tubercular 
Diseases caused 17:18 per cent. in the Large Towns, 16°66 per cent. in the 
Principal Towns, 16°17 per cent. in the Small Towns, 14:21 per cent. in 
the Insular-Rural Districts,and 13°66 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural Group. 
It should however be noted that the proportion of fatal Tubercular cases in 
like numbers of the population was precisely the same in both the Rural 
Groups. The rate per hundred thousand inhabitants was in Paisley, 562 ; 
in Glasgow, 534; in Greenock, 486; in Perth, 414; im Dundee, 358; in 
Edinburgh, 354; in Aberdeen, 331; and in Leith, 327. 

Consumption is, of all Diseases of the Tubercular Class, by far the most 
destructive. In 1873 it caused 8286 deaths, of which 1892, or 16:8 per cent. 
occurred at ages under 15; 5501, or 66-4 per cent., between the ages of 15 
_and 45; and 1293, or 16°8 per cent., in persons aged 45 and upwards. The 
deaths from Consumption were more frequent among females than among 
males in all the five groups, except in the Insular-Rural, where, as in former 
years, the males appear to have suffered in higher proportion than the females. 
It would be superfluous to point out again how clearly Consumption 
illustrates the law connecting mortality with density of population. Ofa . 
hundred thousand inhabitants of each of the Principal Towns, there died of 
Consumption, in Paisley, 422; in Glasgow, 353; in Greenock, 308; in 
Perth, 300; in Dundee, 282; in Edinburgh, 229; in Aberdeen, 228; and 
in Leith, 182. This is not the first occasion on which we have had occasion 
to remark that in Leith the death-rate from Consumption is remarkably low. 
In 1873 it very little exceeded the rate observed in the Mainland-Rural 
Districts. | 

Of the remaining Tubercular Diseases, Hydrocephalus caused 1960 
deaths; Tabes Mesenterica, 999; and Scrofula, 707. From each of these 
diseases males appear to have died in higher proportion than females. 

Diseases of the Nervous System caused 7223 deaths, being 215 for 
every hundred thousand of population, and 9°58 per cent. of the deaths from 
All Causes. These numbers indicate a mortality exceeding considerably 
the heavy rate recorded for 1872. Diseases of this class are everywhere 
more frequent among males than among females. Their incidence in 1873 
is chiefly manifested in the Large and Principal Towns; and of the latter, 
Greenock, Perth, and Paisley furnish the largest proportion of deaths. 
| From Diseases of the Heart and Circulatory System, the deaths were 
4510, being at the rate of 134 to every hundred thousand of population, and 
5°98 per cent. of the total mortality of the country. We observe that, as 
usual, males have everywhere suffered at a higher rate than females from 
diseases of this class.) The deaths were more frequent in the Large and 
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Principal Towns than elsewhere. They were comparatively rare in the 
Insular-Rural Districts, a circumstance which is probably connected with 
the inability of non-medical informants to furnish the true cause of death 
in many cases which were returned to the Registrars as deaths from 
Dropsy, Apoplexy, Debility, and Old Age. 

The Deaths from Diseases of the Respiratory System were 12,524, 
being 16°61 per cent. of the whole mortality experienced during the year, 
and at the rate of 373 deaths out of every hundred thousand inhabitants of 
Scotland. Everywhere, except in our Insular-Rural population, the males 
died in higher proportion than females. The deaths were far more numerous 
in the Towns, and particularly in the Principal Towns than elsewhere. 
For every hundred thousand of population there died in the Principal 
Towns, 524; in the Large Towns, 455; in the Small Towns, 826; in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts, 238; and in the Insular-Rural Group, 197; in 
Glasgow, 630; in Greenock, 511; in Dundee, 510; in Paisley, 454; in 
Leith, 451; in Edinburgh, 397; in Aberdeen, 868; and in Perth, 350. 
Bronchitis alone caused 8038 deaths, exceeding in number those attributed 
to Consumption, and constituting 11°02 per cent. of the Deaths from All 
Causes. In every hundred thousand of population the death-rate from 
Bronchitis was 247 in All Scotland, 369 in its Principal Towns, but only 
145 in its Mainland-Rural, and 83 in its Insular-Rural population. It is 
hardly credible that this last number should be correct; and again we are 
obliged to express our belief that very many of the deaths among our poor 
Islanders, which were really due to Bronchitis, have been, in consequence of 
imperfect information and in the absence of medical certificate, registered 
under Old Age, ete. } 

To Pneumonia, 3012 deaths were attributed; to Pleurisy, 274; to 
Asthma, 463; to Laryngitis, 146; to Lung Disease of Unspecified Nature, 
321. 

From Diseases of the Digestive System, the deaths were 5208, being 
155 to a hundred thousand of the population, and 6°91 per cent. of All 
Deaths throughout Scotland. The mortality of males considerably exceeded 
that of females, and the deaths were. especially numerous in the Towns. 
The diseases comprised in this class are very numerous. The most destruc- 
tive were: Teething, with 770 deaths; Enteritis, with 924; Unspecified 
Diseases of the Stomach, etc., with $24; various Diseases of the Biliary 
Organs, with 1174; Ileus, with 267; Peritonitis, with 395; and Gastritis, 
with 225. The deaths from Hernia were 127, of which 63 occurred in 
males and 64 in females. Of those who died of Hernia, only 16 or about 3th 
part were under 20 years of age; while 81, or nearly 64 per cent., were 60 
years old or more. Similar observations have been made in former years, 
so that there is good ground for considering the danger of death from Hernia 
to be chiefly confined to those passed the middle stage of life. 

Diseases of the Urinary System caused 1367 deaths, being 1°81 per 
cent. of deaths from All Causes. They were fully twice more frequent in 
males than in females. From Nephritis and Nephria combined there were 
496 deaths, 452 from Disease of the Urinary System of Unspecified Nature, 
136 from Cystitis, 105 from Diabetes, 82 from Ischuria, 64 from Stone, 18 
from Stricture of the Urethra, and 14 from the Disease of the Suprarenal 
Capsules, tabulated as Addison’s Disease. 

From Diseases of the Generative System there were 541 deaths, only 
one of which occurred in the case of a male. Of these deaths, 325 were 
attributed to childbirth, but to these there should be added 251 fatal cases 
of Metria, so that the deaths resulting from puerperal causes may be roughly. 
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stated as 576. The number of live children born in 1873 was 119,700. 
After making correction for the twin and triplet births, we estimate the num- 
ber of mothers of live children as 118,990; and of this number 0:49 per cent., 
or about 1 in 207 died in childbirth. If, however, we assume, as seems 
not unreasonable, that 5 per cent. of stillbirths occurred in Scotland during 
1873, the computed number of mothers must be raised to 124,939, and the 
mortality from registered puerperal causes would become only 1 in 217. 
But, as has been elsewhere explained, it is just among mothers who have 
given birth to dead children that the mortality of childbearing is most 
serious, and beyond all doubt the deaths of such mothers, especially when 
their offspring has been illegitimate, are apt to find their way into our 
statistics as deaths from Peritonitis, Inflammation, Consumption, etc. 

From Diseases of the Uterus there were 124 deaths; from Ovarian 
Tumours, 69; and from various diseases grouped under the heading 
Paramenia, 23. 

Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion caused 512 deaths. Of these 
238 were due to Affections of the Joints, 214 to Rheumatism, and 60 to 
Diseases of Bones. 

There were 96 deaths from Diseases of the Skin; whereof 22 were 
caused by Carbuncle, 7 by Phlegmon, and 67 by Disease of Unspecified 
Nature. 

From Malformations there were 244 deaths, whereof 138 occurred in 
males; from Infantile Debility, 3755, of which 2123 occurred in males; 
from Atrophy, 560; and from Old Age, 6203, of which 3753 were females. 
No confidence can be felt in the accuracy of a return in which Old Age is 
given as the Cause of Death. In the Insular-Rural Districts, fully 283 
per cent. of All Deaths were referred to Old Age, while in the Principal 
Towns only 41th. per cent. were so referred. But in the Insular-Rural 
Districts only 18 per cent. of those who died had attained the age of 80, 
and in the Principal Towns only 2:9 per cent. Hence it appears Old Age 
often figures as the Cause of Deaths that take place before the completion 
of the ‘fourscore,’ and that this is more especially apt to occur among our 
Islanders. 

To Sudden Deaths, without specified cause, 128 deaths were ascribed. 

There were 2839 Violent Deaths, 2124 of which occurred among 
males. Of these deaths 1057 were due to Fractures and Contusions, 649 
to Drowning, 262 to Suffocation, 253 to Burns and Scalds, 148 to 
Drunkenness, 133 to Violent Causes of undefined nature, 105 to Want of 
Breast-milk, 61 to Hanging, 54 to Cold, 47 to Poison, 38 to Cuts and 
Stabs, 18 to Wounds from Firearms, 10 to Privation, 2 to Neglect, and 
2 to Poisoned Wounds. 

Suicide occurred in 120 cases, of which 90 were males and 80 females. 
Self-destruction was accomplished in 47 cases by Hanging, in 27 by 
Throat-Cutting, in 25 by Drowning, by Gunshot in 6, by Precipitation in 
2, by other undefined means 8, and by Poison in 5. Prussic Acid, Opium, 
Laudanum, and Vermin-killer were each used in a single case, and in the 
remaining instance the nature of the poison employed was not communi- 
cated to the Registrar. 

The deaths of twenty-four persons aged 100 years and upwards were 
registered, but of course we cannot guarantee the correctness of the list. 
Of these very aged persons 8 were males and 16 females. The oldest 
among the males were a pensioner and a road-contractor, aged respectively 
105 and 108. Of the females, the eldest was a pauper, aged 107, and a 
farmer’s widow, aged 106. 
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WHATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


The nature of the influence which the state of the weather has upon 
the fatality of many diseases in Scotland is a very interesting subject of 
inquiry, and one for the prosecution of which the Detailed Tables between 
pages 48 and 246 give great facilities. It cannot be said that this subject 
is yet worked out; on the contrary, it seems probable that it is only begin- 
ning to receive that attention which it deserves, and that valuable results will 
ultimately reward the labours of future inquirers in this direction. The influ- 
ence of temperature, barometic pressure, atmospheric moisture, ozone, and 
sunlight, appear to require separate investigation and in separate localities, 
for the general averages deduced from observations made at from 50 to 60 
different stations, cannot, we should think, lead to any very reliable results 
in tracing the influence of weather upon disease. Hitherto, in the course | 
of Reports similar to the present, the general average deduced from the 
observations of temperature is the only one to which we have felt at liberty © 
to attach much importance. Attention has been called to the unmistakeable 
effect of a sudden and long-continued fall of temperature in favouring the 
diffusion or increasing the mortality of most of the Zymotic Diseases with 
which we are familiar. The influence of cold and wet weather in increasing 
the mortality from the principal Diseases of the Respiratory System has 
likewise been from year to year pointed out in our Reports. We have, 
besides, whenever unusual heat has prevailed throughout the country in 
summer, had occasion to note the simultaneous frequency of Diarrhcea 
among the population; but besides these illustrations of the effects of 
temperature, few have hitherto been offered in our Reports. | 

In the present Report we present the usual Tables numbered XL. to 
XLVIL, by means of which the general effects of temperature may be 
studied, and as the ‘Tables are almost self-explanatory, it will be unnecessary 
to make much comment upon their teachings. 

Table XL. affords the means of comparing the monthly mean tempera- 
tures and the proportion of Deaths in 1873 with those of the ten years, 
1855-1864. During these ten years, January and February were the 
coldest months, the former averaging 37°:2, the latter 87°4 Fahr.; after 
which followed December, 38°°6, and then March, 39°8. In 1873, how-

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ever, February was by far the coldest month, the mean temperature being 
only 35°4, while January was the second coldest, with a mean tempera- 
ture of 39°-2; after which followed March with a mean temperature of 
39°:7; then November, 41°°2; and December, 42°°5. 

The year 1872 closed with a December not greatly different from the 
average, but one degree colder than the weather during January 1873. 
The daily deaths during December, therefore, numbered 223, while those 
of January 1873 only numbered 212 daily. 

During the first eighteen days of January 1873, the weather was 
comparatively mild, but boisterous, with hurricanes and deluges of rain from 
the west and south-west. On the 19th the weather changed, and wintry 
weather set in, the wind veering to the north-west, when snow fell heavily, 
accompanied by a smart frost. This continued more or less to the close of 
the month. As the longer continuance of mild weather gave tone to the 
month, and the mean temperature was higher than that of the previous 
month, the daily deaths were fewer, only numbering 212 daily. 

February was our most wintry month, the ground being rarely free 
from snow, and the frosts often intense. The general direction of the wind 
during this month was from the north, north-east, and north-west. This 
proved the coldest month of the year, the mean temperature being only 35°°4, 
and the natural consequence was that the deaths were heaviest this month, 
amounting to 259 daily. 

During March the weather varied much, and was very unsteady. The 
first part of the month was comparatively mild, with the wind chiefly from

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the south-west and west. During the second week, however, east, north- 
east, and north-west winds prevailed, with occasional falls of snow and 
pretty intense frost, while easterly winds with dull foggy weather and 
occasional falls of sleet prevailed till the close of the month. ‘This un- 
favourable weather kept the mortality high, so that March proved the 
second more fatal month of the year, 245 deaths occurring daily over 
Scotland.

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April was characterized by an unusually small fall of rain, and a most 
unprecedented large proportion of north and east winds, which rendered the 
month very trying for delicate persons. ‘The consequence of this was, that 
April had the third highest number of deaths, viz. 225 deaths daily. 

May was equally characterized by the excessive predominance of 
northerly and easterly winds, which reduced its mean temperature nearly 24 
degrees below its average. Apparently as a consequence of this, the 
mortality in May exceeded that of December, remaining as high as in 
April, consequently May furnished 225 deaths daily. 

The average kind of weather prevailed during June, but there was a 
considerable want of rain, and the winds were rather boisterous. Under 
the influence of the more genial weather, the deaths fell to 207 daily. 

July was characterized by a high mean temperature, 58°°5 ; a large rain- 
fall, 4°°57 inches; and the southerly direction of the winds. The deaths fell 
to 198 daily. 

August had a lower temperature than usual, 56°4, but a large depth of 

ain, viz. 4°°21 inches, and an unusual amount of south-westerly winds. 
As usual when the temperature is not high, the deaths continued to fall, so 
that only 180 occurred daily. 
| September resembled July and August in that it had a large rain- 
all, 4°36 inches, with a great preponderance of westerly winds, and

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a mean temperature of 51°4. The lowest monthly mortality of the 
year was, therefore, as usual, attained this month, and only 178 deaths 
occurred daily. 3 

With the descent of temperature from this month the deaths increased, 
so that they numbered 185 daily during October, 198 daily during Novem- 
ber, and 217 daily during December. 

October was by far the wettest month of the year, having the excessive 
rainfall of 5°47 inches, and winds chiefly from the west-south-west. 

In November the weather did not ‘greatly differ from the average, 
unless it were in the more frequent storms of winds which occurred, doing 
considerable damage to trees and the shipping. 

During December the peculiarity occurred that its mean temperature 
was 1°3 higher than that of November. This resulted from the unpre- 
cedented absence of the cold northerly and easterly winds, and the unusually 
large quantity of south and westerly winds. 

We do not attempt to show in a tabular form the influence of season 
on the different diseases which cut off the inhabitants of all Scotland; but 
the Abstracts of the Monthly Returns, summarized for the leading diseases 
in the accompanying Table XLII., shows the facts for the Eight Principal 
Towns of Scotland during the year 1873. 

From this Table it will be seen that Small-pox is powerfully influenced

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by season. Thus, the deaths were 33 in February; and as the season became 
milder and advanced, the deaths declined, so that they numbered 25 in 
March, 23 in April, 17 in May, 13 in June, and attained their lowest point, 
viz., 9 deaths in July. After this, with the fall of the season, they increased, 
the deaths from Small-pox numbering 28 in August, 46 in September, 69 
in October, 83 in November, and 94 in December. 

Scarlatina had only 44 deaths in July, but as the season advanced the 
deaths increased to 83 in August, 119 in September, 214 in October, 213 
in November, and 216 in December. MHooping-cough had its highest 
mortality in February, the coldest month, viz., 86 deaths, and declined with 
the advance of the season, the deaths numbering 69 in March, 76 in April 
and in May, 55 in June, and 39 in July and August. Fever was lowest in 
July and highest in December and January. 

On the other hand, the Bowel Diseases appeared to increase with the 
increase of the mean temperature. Thus, Diarrhoea only caused 41 deaths 
in May, but 71 in June, 194 in July, and 259 in August. 

Other diseases appeared to increase in fatality under the influence 
of the northerly and easterly winds, which blow with such force and 
constancy during the months of March, April, May, and well into 
June. Thus, Consumption, which caused 265 deaths in January, caused 
815 in February, 343 in March, 351 in May, and 322 in June. Measles 
appeared to follow the same course of mortality, for 32 only died from that 
cause in January, but 60 in Februry, 109 in March, 118 in April, 160 in 
May, and 150 in June, after which the mortality rapidly fell to 106 in July, 
67 in August, and 27 in September. 

The Inflammatory Affections of the Respiratory Organs exhibited in a 
very striking manner the influence of lowering of temperature on the 
mortality. Thus, only 229 deaths were caused by these diseases in August, 
but 268 in September, 383 in October, 541 in November, and 538 in 
December; the coldest month of the year, viz. February, yielding 708 
deaths, and the second coldest month, viz. March, furnishing 690 deaths. 

It is interesting to trace, year by year, the influence of season on the 
mortality at different ages. To throw light on this subject, Tables XLIV.

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and XLV. have been prepared, and to render the comparison accurate, 
the months in Table XLV. are equalized to 31 days, and the deaths at 
each of the four ages adjusted to that number of days. | 

By this latter Table, it appears that for children under five years of — 
age, the healthiest month of the year, and that during which the fewest 
deaths occurred, was January, when only 925 deaths happened. Septem- 
ber, with its 981 deaths, was the next most healthy month for children at 
that age; then November, 993 deaths; then October, 995 deaths; April, 
1049; and August, 1050 deaths. The most fatal month for children under 
five years of age was December, with its 1155 deaths; then July, the © 
warmest month of the year, with its 1131 deaths; then May, with 1117 
deaths; then February and March, each with 1114 deaths; and June, with 
1099 deaths. 

For persons from five to twenty years of age the influence of season on 
their mortality was considerably different. Accordingly, for persons of that 
age, the most healthy month was August, and the most fatal, December. Thus, 
in August, the healthiest month, only 244 deaths occurred; then followed 
January, 250 deaths; April, 255; March, 260; July, 261; and Septem- 
ber, 271. December, on the other hand, was the most fatal month, causing 
330 deaths to persons of this age; then November, 318 deaths; then 
October, 295; May, 292; June, 286; and February, 282 deaths. 

The influence of season on the mortality of persons from 20 to 60 years 
of age did not correspond with that seen at the lower ages; for the healthiest 
months were August and September, and the most fatal months, February 
and March. Thus, the healthiest month for persons at this age was August, 
when 575 deaths occurred; then September, 605 deaths; then November, 
678; then October, 685; then June, 714; and July, 728 deaths. Feb- 
ruary was the most fatal month, and caused 1002 deaths; then March, 
893 deaths; then April, 813; then January, 778; then December, 751 ; 
and May, 741 deaths. 

On the mortality of persons above sixty years of age season had much 
the same effect as on those in the prime of life, the most healthy months 
being July and August, the most fatal, February and March. Thus, for 
persons above sixty years of age, August had the smallest mortality, viz. 
347 deaths; then July, 363 deaths; September, 391; December, 402; 
October, 404; and November, 441. February, on the other hand, was 
the most fatal month, causing 694 deaths; then March, 592 deaths; then 
April, 535; then May, 500; then January, 485; and June, 480 deaths. 

Tables XLVI. and XLVII. are, as in former Reports, given as a 
resumé of ten years’ observations, with which it is useful to compare the 
observations of 1873; and, in compliance with old custom, we likewise insert 
Table XLVIII., in which the mortality of each of the last nineteen years 
is given, together with the average prices of wheat and of potatoes.

Letter to the Registrar-General for Scotland, by William Robertson, M.D. 


SIR, . 

I BEG respectfully to submit to you the results of a first attempt — 

to construct a Scottish Life Table out of the materials afforded by the 

Census enumeration of 1871, and by the Registered Deaths of that year. 

The attempt was suggested by Dr. Farr’s Explanation of his English Life 

Table No. I., which appeared in the Registrar-General’s Fifth Annual — 

Report—that for 1843. The data on which that Table was based were, the 
Census enumeration of 1841, the Registered Deaths of the same year, and 

the Registered Births of the two years, 1840 and 1841. Precisely similar 
data for Scotland, obtained thirty years later, constitute Table I. of this 

Appendix. | 

The processes followed and the assumptions made in dealing with these - 
data, so as to deduce some of the ordinary columns of a Life Table, are- 
nearly the same as those used by Dr. Farr. These prefatory pages, and a 
few notes appended to the Tables themselves, will suffice to explain an 
peculiarity in the procedure here adopted. It may be remarked that Dr. 
Farr’s data for his Life Table No. I. were preferable to those applicable to_ 
Scotland, the English numbers being nearly five times as large as the 
Scotch; but on the other hand there can be no question that both Births - 
and Deaths were in 1871 registered in Scotland more completely than — 
similar events were registered in England in 1841. 

It is vexatious that Census enumerations give a very imperfect idea of 
the number of persons living in each year of life. Not only do the figures 
furnished by the enumerators exhibit the startling variations due to the 
practice of expressing the age, in cases where doubt is felt, in round — 
numbers; but, as is notorious, an absurd vanity induces many persons, and 
especially females, to understate their age at all periods of life between 30 
and 65. An element of uncertainty thus finds its way into our Census 
numbers. It seems hopeless to attempt to remove it. <A correct Life Table 
can only be framed by contrasting the numbers of those who attain each 
age with the numbers of those who die during each year of life. In Scot- 
land it may be assumed that the ages of those who die are correctly stated. 
There may be a little looseness in referring an unknown age to 20, 25, 30, 
35, and so on, but the error is about as likely to be in the direction of over- 
stating as of understating an age. Wilful misrepresentation of the age of 
a person ‘dying’ is probably as rare as it would be foolish. But it is far 
otherwise with the catalogue of the ‘living.’ In the second volume of the 
Census 1871 in Scotland, cap. ii. p. 2, any one interested in this subject 
will, in the first two columns, find a list of the numbers of each sex 
enumerated at each year of life; and this list obviously contains such a 
mass of error that it is unfit for any scientific use. An instance or two will 
suffice to prove this. The females aged 60 are stated to number 21,008, 
while those aged 59 are 9008, and those aged 61 are 7485! Again, the 
sum of the females aged 56, 57, 58, and 59 is given as 43,014; while the 
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sum of females aged 60, 61, 62, and 63 is 46,531—actually exceeding by 
3517 the numbers of those living in the younger period! For the construc- 
tion of a true Life Table, or for such a delicate mathematical process as the 
calculation of annuities, it is plain that figures such as these cannot be used. 
It is only after grouping the enumerated ages into quinquennial periods, 
making various assumptions (more or less probable), and. expending no 
inconsiderable amount of arithmetical labour, that such approximations to 
the truth as are presented in the following Tables can be arrived at; and it 
is perhaps even questionable whether it is worth while to devote so much 
trouble with such faint prospect of success to these computations. 

It seems merely necessary to add here a brief sketch of the assumptions 
made in calculating these Tables. Firstly, it is assumed that the numbers 
of the living and dying are accurately stated for each of the first five years 
of life. To this assumption there seems no particular objection. Secondly, 
‘it is assumed that the rates of mortality between the ages 15 and 55, and 

between 55 and 95, increase annually in geometrical progression. The 
common ratios of each of these series may be easily found, and interpola- 
tion performed, when the rates of mortality at the above specified ages are 
determined. In determining these rates for the English Table, Dr. Farr 
applied a correction to the whole series of observed quinquennial rates 
between the ages 15 and 95; but the mode of effecting the correction does 
not clearly appear from the details given in the Registrar-General’s Report. 
No correction has been applied to the observed rates recorded in Table I. 
of this Appendix. The rate for the quinquennium, 15-20, is assumed to be 
correct for the age 17; that for 50-55 is held correct for the age 52; and 
that for 90-95 is held to represent the true rate at 92 years of age. It is 
admitted that the interpolation effected by means of these assumptions is to 
a certain extent an arbitrary process. Should any person care to apply 
more refined methods to our data, he will find in Table I. the materials on 
which to operate. 

The notes appended to the Tables will point out any other assumptions 
that may have been made. In conclusion, it should be stated, that the general 
Death-rate in Scotland in 1871 was higher than that of England in 1841, 
and that hence it is not unnatural to find this approximate Scottish Table 
giving to the expectation of life, at most ages, values somewhat lower than
